_ ADDRESS OF THE REV. PRESIDENT. 


To thé Rev. Evangelical Latheran Synod of 
Ohio and adjacent States: 


In the notice published by the officers of the Synod, of the appointment 
of Columbus, as the place of the present Convention of this bedy, they stated 
__ that they would lay before this Convention their reasons for the appoint- 
ment; I therefore, now, take the liberty of duiig so. ‘The principal 
reason which induced us to select Columbus, was the question that has 
been agitated concerning the removal of the Theological Semin rom 
Columbus. It is known, perhaps, to all the members of the Bynod, 
that the present locality of the Seminary has been represented, and believ- 
ed to be, an unhealthy one; and, therefore, it has been deemed advisable 
by some of the Brethren, to remove the Institution to some more healthy 
place. ‘The Directors of the Seminary have been requested to remove it > 
but, not considering themselves authorized to comply with such requests, 
without the consent and co-operation of the Synod, and at the same time 
desiring that the matter might be determined, they concluded to lay it before 
the Synod for their decision. ‘To this end, | was called upon last Spring, 
to convoke an extra’ Session of the Synod, with the view of deliberating 
upon and deciding this very important question. After consulting the 
Presidents of the several branches of the Synod, and other Brethren, the 
convocation of an extra Session was not deemed expedient, and it was 
thought advisable to let the matter rest until the next regular, that is, the 
present Session of the Synod. 

The reasons advanced in favor of a removal of the Seminary are, 
unhealthiness of the place, and expensiveness. 

it must be remarked that according to the information we have received, 


in -ategal point of view,..we would make. ourselves liable. to, the loss of 


the entire Seminary property, if we remove it from Columbus, and would 
unquestionably have to sustain the loss of a considerable portion of it. 
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But a removal’ of the Institction ‘from its present location to any othe? 
“ of the city would not incur this liability. It would be o great sacri- 
ce, to sustain the loss of the whole, or even a considerable portion of the 
Seminary property. Such a heavy loss should be avoided, if possible. 
The Synod will Wave the opportunity to obtain more information in regard 
to this matter,"and should surely investigate the subject thoroughly, and 
reflect maturely, before acting upon it. ‘The Synod should enquire: | 


1,) Whether the rumor of the unhealghiness of the place is well found- 
ed, and if so, whether the circumstances from which such unhealthiness 
arises, are of a permanent. nature, in which case a removal might be 


2.) Whether the unhealthiness also extends over the other parts of the 
city, or is limited merely to the locality of the Seminary ; whether there 
are other localities, suitable as sites for the Seminary, within the bounds 
of the city, that are more healthy, or usually healthy, and to which it 
might be removed without great loss. 7: 


3.) Whether Columbus is more expensive for the Students, than other ther 
places in the State would be, | : | 


‘The Synod cannot but see the importance of impartially and thoroughly 
‘investigating these points, before adopting any measures to remove the 
Institution,indeed every member of the Church, who feels an interest in 
this subject, will expect such a proceeding of the Synod. Thierefore, in 
_ 9 __ order to be able to act understandingly, and not upon mere rumor, in this 
momentous matter, the officers of the Synod have deemed it best and most 
suitable to appoint the. place in question, as the place of our present meet- 
ing, 80 that every member of the Synod might, for himself, have an 
opportunity to enquire into the points in question, and thus be enabled to act 
in regard to them, according to his own convictions. . a 


This is the principal reason why Columbus was designated, and we 
hope our appointment will meet the approbation of the Brethren. It may 
notbe irrelevant also toremark, that we were honored with a very cordial 
and friendly invitation to hold our present Convention in this City, whilst 
we have not been favored with any direct invitation from any other Con- © 
gregations in the State. We would further remark in conclusion, that 
the welfare of our Seminary demands a determination of this question. 
The unsettled state of this matter as it has been for some time—the question : 
‘Will the Seminary be removed from Columbus, or will it remain there?”’ 
can not but be injurious to the prosperity of the Institution, Hence the 
Synod ought to take definite and conclusive action upon this subject at the 
present Convention. It would be advisable, in our opinion, to appoint a 
Committee, consisting of members of each of the Branches of the Synod, 
to collect the necessary information touching the Seminary; and also that 

the Directors aid said Committee in their investigations, by such informa- 

tion and advice as they may be ableto give. Sufficient time also should 
be allowed the Committee to enable them to perform their duty ina 

thorough manner, and they should have leave of absenve from the Sessions 
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of the Synod and be exempt from other Synodical engagements, until they 
have completed their commission. The Synod ought to regard the deci. 
sion of this subject as the chief business of its present Session, and should 
consequently bestow upon it all possible attention, sat 
I will take the present opportunity also to suggest, whether it woul 
not. be advisable, so 1o amend our Synodical-Constitution as to substitute 
annua! Delegate Conventions instead of triennial Joint Conventions. Under 
such an arrangement reselutions of the Synod would be more likely to be 
observed and carried out, than when the Synod meets but once in three 
years. Then too the Synod might hold its Conventions at almost any 
+ place, which cannot be done at presenton account of the large numberof 
ah its members. There might in this case also be another District formed, 
perhaps in the northern part of the State.

seasons employed in the most unhealthy kinds of Jabor, ns for instance, 
cleaning the canal, when they stand, toa considerable depth in the water, 
and inhale the noxidus and poisonous ¢ffluvia rising about them, This 
remark, will of course, not apply to the inmates of the Seminary. But 
even there, it is believed, much of the sickness is caused by imprudent 
exposure, We have only to reflect, that most of the young men, who 
sbaareaste there, have been during their whole previous lives engaged in 
active pursuits and entirely unaccustomed to Sedentary habits, and that 
mostof them ‘when they come here Have attained, or nearly attained to 
the,age of manhood. All at once, their whole course of life is changed. — 
They have limited themselves to one, two, or at farthest turee years of study 
at the Institution, and feel that all their time is necessary to effect their 
dbject. They therefore go to the otherextreme, and become too sedenta 
in their habits. Add to this, a want on their part of proper attention ‘to 
diet and exercise even during the recesses from their labors, and it is 
not difficult Gonetive w ‘real cause for -disense without xegard to the 
location. It is, however, due to truth, te say that out of about one 
hundred different inmates at the Seminary building, during the filleen years 
of i's existence, only five deaths have occurred there, One from extreme - 
age (the Father of Rev. ge another (Professor Schmidt) from 
constitutional disease, one stadent of congestive fever, one (a child) of 
a spasmodic attack, and one other child, some thirteen or fourteen years 
ago, disease not recollected.

Committee would remark, that Columbus, as the seat of government 
furnishes facilities for mental cultivation, which many other points in Ohio | 
do not afford. ‘The circamstances which surround it, the many strangers 
who congregate here, require all the various churches to call into requisition 
the best talent which they can procure for their pulpits. The United. 
States Circuit and District Courts hold their semi-annual termshere. ‘The 
highest'judicial tribunal of Ohio, (the Court in Bank) its annual terms— 
the Legislature its sessions—lectures on various sciéniific subjects, are 
given at all seasons, all _conduce to the congregating of the best talent of 
the State, and often the United States, Again there is an extensive State 
Library to which the students and citizens have free access at any hour in 
the day, and out of which, with the aid of persons authorized to take out 
books, they may atany time obtain the loan of a useful book, which they 
could not otherwise procure. Taking all these things in connexion, the 
Jommittee cannot come to any other conclusion, than,,that it .wouid. be 
highly injudicious to remove the Institution from the City of Colambus ;

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE DEAF AND 
_ DUMB ASYLUM, ON THE SUBJECT OF THE HEALTH OF 


Lewis Hey], Esq. 


_ Sir: In answer to your inquiry, as to the general health of the pupils 
of the Ohio Deaf and Dumb Asylum, since its establishment, I would beg 
leave to state, thatthe Asylum has been in operation searly nineteen 
years. There bave been connected with it as pupils, during that time, 
nearly four hundred different individuals, embracing every variety of 
temperament and peculiarity of constitution. | 


For the first fourteen years, we had no case of serious illness. The 
first death among the pupils which occurred at the Asylum, was in 
November, 1843, a case of common fever of the country’generally. During 
the next fourteen months, we had four other deaths at the Asylum: three 
of which, were cases of clearly marked consumption; and I have 
no doubt, but those persons who died with it at the Asylum, would have 
died at home, or «any where else about the same time, 

The other case of death was that of a young lady from Louisian’, 
who was taken ill, and died of fever, a few weeks alter she had returned 
to the Asylum, having been at home about three vears and a half. In 
the opinion of the attending Physician, the fever was a peculiar one, 
similar to such as prevail on the Red river, from whence she came. | 

These are all the deaths which have occurred at the Asylum since 
its establishment. I might, however, mention that we had a case of 
by drowning of one of the boys in the Scioto, 

Columbus, about twelve years ago. 
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For four years past, we have enjoyed the same general health at tle 
Asylum, with which we were blessed, for the first fourteen years of its 
existence, when it was quite seldom that we required the services of a 
Physician, 

On the whole, and making a general estimate of the health of the 
pupils of the Asylum for this long course of years, [ beg leave to say, 

~~ that [consider it remarkably good, compared with that of other Deaf 

! and Dumb Institutions, or with that of an equal number of persons in 
any part of our country, for the same length oftime. 1 might add, that

D ear Sir: From the last report of the Superintendent of- this Institu-- 
tion, | find that there had been received up to that date one hundred and hs tg 

fifty pupils, of this number, eight have died in the Institution as pupils, to 

which may be added four who left in consequence of ill health, and who 

have since died, some of these deaths were caused by inflammatory, and 

others by chronic diseases, one by accident, falling from the roof of the 

building. | 

This Institution has been in existence eleven years, and from the above 

it will be seen that only twelve have died out-of the one hundred and fifty, 

who had been received from time to time, uo to the date mentioned, (last 

fall), a few additional pupils have since been received, 1 think this is not 

a greater degree of mortality than willbe found among an equal number 

of persons of any class, any where, during the same period of time. 


That you may form a correct estimate of the general health of the inmates 
of our house, and of the salubrity of the locality, 1 shall add two or three 
extracts from Doctor Howard’s reports—The first is dated December first, 
1845, and is as follows: 

‘*Since the first of August, 1844, the period at which I was appointed 
‘‘ Physician to the Institution, the pupils have generally enjoyed excellent 
‘+ health, in fact, a great majority of them, comprehending those possessing 
“ordinary strength and vigor of constitution, have suffered as little or less 
from sickness, than the same number of persons enjoying the blessing of 
« sight, who are exposed to the vicissitudes of climate in their varied oceu- 

=  pations.” 
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_ In his report of Deeember, 1846, he says: 


Such is the salubrity of its location, the vantitiation of 
-“allits apartments, that the Institution has scarcely been visited by either 
“of the prevailing epidemics, which have spread so widely“over the State 
‘‘ during the past season ; a few cases only of _ remittent fever having 
oceurred.” | 


The following is from the report of 1847. 


‘* With a single exception, no disease has prevailed among the pupils of

** excellence of its internal regulations, are such that no rational fears need 
‘**be entertained of the prevalence of any disease, unless of the most 
‘* malignant and contagious character.” 

I will only add that from information derived from various sources, | am 
induced to believe, that the greater number of deaths, that have occurred, 
have resulted from constitutional derangementof the system rather than 

~from any proximate and-immediate-cause—all the facts connected with 

the subject tend to show that ours is a remarkably healthful situation. .
